State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Boston, in the 
County of Hillsboro in said State, Seedath to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said New Boston on Tuesday, the tenth day of 
March next, at eight of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for the same. 

(a) To see if the town will vote to accept State 
Aid for the improvement of highways and 
bridges. 

(b) For the maintenance of roads and bridges. 

(c) For the general expense of the highway de- 
partment. 

(d) For the removal of snow. 

(e) For Memorial Day. 

(f) For the support of schools. 

(g) For all other necessary town charges. 


3. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of the Wason Memo- 
rial Library. 


4. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to building state aid road the ensuing year, raise and 
appropriate money for the same, or act in relation 
thereto. 
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5. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of co- 
operating with the state in the control of the White 
Pine Blister Rust. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $50.00 to purchase the strip of land 
between the road and river on the River road, so- 
called, said land now belonging to the Charles Mar- 
den Estate. 


7. By request of John J. Allen, to see if the town 
will vote to improve the highway to the Orne place, 
so-called, raise and appropriate money for the same, 
or act in relation thereto. 


8. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay the town debt, or act in 
relation thereto. 


9. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
(subject to gates and bars) the following roads: 


(a) The road leading from Houghton’s corner 
to a point near George Goodwin’s mill 
meaning the Thompson road, so-called. 


(bo) The road known as the J. N. Dodge road, 
from a point near Sadie Stevens’ to where 
it joins the road leading from Arthur Fol- 
lansbee’s to Byron Smith’s. 


(c) The road starting at George Merrill’s and 
running southerly to a point where it joins 
the road leading from Ira Gage place to the 
middle Francestown road, and also the part 
of said road leading past where the Burn- 
ham buildings were to the road leading 
from Howard Heath’s to the Butterfield 
bridge. 
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(d) The road leading from the middle Frances- 
town road to a point east of George Mer- 
rill’s to a point where it meets the road 
leading from the Ira Gage place to the mid- 
dle Francestown road. 


(e) The road from a point near the David Todd 
place, now owned by J. W. Dane, to a point 
where it meets the road leading past Susie 
C. Wason’s place. 


10. To see if the town will vote to sell any or all 
of the following schoolhouses, known as numbers 
three, four, six, seven, fifteen, and sixteen—or ate in 
relation thereto. 


11. To see if the town will vote to purchase new 
fire hose, raise and appropriate money for the same, 
or act in relation thereto. 


12. To see if the town will vote to repair the roof 
on the Englehardt barn, raise and appropriate money 
for the same, or act in rélation thereto. 


13. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the purchase of a new tractor, raise and appropriate 
money for the same, or act in relation thereto. 


14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money to meet the necessary ex- 
penses of the town. 


15. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, 
Officers, and Committees heretofore chosen, or act in 
relation thereto. 


16. To transact any other business that may legal- 
ly come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of New Boston: 


During the current year, schools are being conducted 
at No. 2, No. 18 and in the village. There are 110 pupils 
in the grades and 45 in High School. Four elementary 
teachers and three in High School direct the instruc- 
tion. Miss Carolyn Dodge, in High School, Miss Chris- 
tina Darling, grades 4, 5, 6, and Miss Ellen Barr at 
No. 13, began teaching here with the beginning of the 
year. Miss Dodge is a graduate of the State Univer- 
sity, while Miss Darling and Miss Barr are graduates 
of Plymouth Normal. All had taught previous to this 
year. 

Before the close of schools last year, the pump, 
which had been in use in the village building for some 
time, gave out. It was necessary to repair, put in a 
new one, or make some other arrangement. So, while 
something had to be done, it was considered wisest to 
do the best thing—and an electric pump and pressure 
system was put in. This provides water in every room 
and in the laboratory—and does away with the un- 
sightly and unsanitary pump. 

Because of the number of pupils in the grades the 
state department suggested that we put grades 7 and 
8 along with the High School this year, the class work 
to be done by the High School teachers. The arrange- 
ment should increase the amount of State Aid to be 
received. This makes 45 High School pupils and 19 
in the 7th and 8th grades, or a total of 64. This is not 
an excessive number, although, of course, it does add 
to the teaching load of the High School teachers. Had 
this change not been made there would have been an 


hey 


overload in the grade rooms. The former grammar 
room, grades 5, 6, 7, 8, would have enrolled 47 pupils 
and the primary room, grades 1, 2, 3, 4, would have 
had 40 pupils. This number of pupils in each room, 
involving four grades, affords more of a “teaching- 
load” than should be required. Even with the present 
arrangement of three grades in a room, Miss Leach 
has 30 and Miss Darling has 37. 

As far as we can see, the number next year will 
probably be a very few pupils less. Absolute accuracy 
as to numbers is impossible. 

But the two years following next year, that is, 1932- 
33 and 1933-34 will find a somewhat larger number in 
the four grades of High School and grades 7 and 8. 

No change in accommodations is absolutely necessary 
for the coming year. But plans should be considered 
in order to be ready to relieve matters before work is 
seriously handicapped. 

Below are certain suggestions as to ways in which 
this relief might be worked out. These are put in 
definite form, not at present recommending any one. 
It is hoped these may be the basis of discussion and 
further suggestion. 


I. Enlarge the present village building to provide 
room for all grades, 1 to 8, and all High School work as 
well, including space for Home Economics. 


II. Provide three rooms outside of the present 
building to take care of all grades 1 to 8. This would 
free the present building for exclusively High School 
purposes, making possible an enlarged chemistry labor- 
atory, and room for Home Economics on first floor of 
building. 


II. Provide two ample class rooms outside the pres- 
ent building to accommodate grades 1 to 6. At 
present that would enroll about 65 to 70 pupils. Grades 
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7 and 8 would remain with the High School. This 
would make possible Junior High School grade of work 
which would be of advantage—at the same time re- 
quiring but two rooms outside. Consider in this con- 
nection—this suggestion, if carried out would provide: 


(1) Ample room for High School—with increased 
laboratory space—also room for Home Economics. 


(2) Grades 7 and 8 could be taken care of in con- 
nection with High School—as “Junior High.” 


(8) But two rooms outside would be necessary. 


It is the desire of all concerned that this adjustment 
be made in a most economical way carefully planned, 
looking ahead, the change suggested should suffice for 
years to come.
